Any belief that there are “subver- 
sive tendencies and Communistic 
trends” in the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration is “utterly without 
basis of fact,” Ralph McGill, ed- 
jitor of The Atlanta Constitution, 
deciared today. 


He testified before a House Ag- 


riculture Subcommittee 
which has been studying the or- 
ganization with a view, as Chair- 
man Cooley, Democrat, North Ca- 
rolina, said, of preserving its good 
features but eliminating those 
which may be found objectionable. 

“If mistakes were made,” in the 
early days of the program, McGill 
said, “let’s profit by them and not 
destroy FSA.” 

“Skimping.” . 

“The chief trouble .with its pro- 
gram today is that we are skimp- 
ing its funds when we should be 
expanding it to meet a critical 
combination of food shortages on 
the one hand an underemployment 
among small farmers on the other. 

“I do not see how one may 
establish a sound argument 
against the Farm Security Admin- 
istration at a time when we want 
more people to be owners of their 
farms and at a time when we see 
what these people can do to in- 
crease food production.” 

The actual increase in produc. 
tion by FSA farm families in 
Georgia alone is “astounding,” he 
deciared, adding that in 1942 milk 
production advanced 34 per cent, 
egg production by 2,500,000 dozen, 
and chicken production by more 
than 2,000,000 pounds. 

For Small Farmers. 
“The small farmer can make his 


best contribution to the war effort | 


own farm. And only through the 
FSA is the means made available 
by which the small farmer, 
through credit, guidance, instruc- 
tion, marketing arrangements, can 
increase his production and do his 
part in the war program.” 

McGill expressed the hope that 
“the small things and the mistakes 
will not be magnified and distort- 
ed to damage the good job being 
done.” 

Representative Flanagan, Demo- 
crat, Virginia, said the committee 
had no inclination to “tear down 
the whole program” but added 
that he was dubious over the col- 
lective farming aspects of the pro- 
gram—government purchase of 
large tracts of land leased on a 
99-year basis to. farmers. He ex- 
pressed anxiety lest this lead to 
“American serfdom.”

WASHINGTON, May 20.—(4). 
The battle for Attu island has 
swept into its final phase with 
American troops attacking Japa- 


nese forces hopelessly trapped on 
the shore of Chichagof harbor, of- 
ficial reports revealed today.

The airfield which the Japa- 
nese were building on Attu is in 
American hands.

DETROIT, May 20.—(AP)—Three war plants of Chrysler 
Corporation, employing approximately 21,000 persons, were 
closed down in a wave of strikes today and a corporation 
authority expressed fear that all 85,000 Chrysler workers in 


the country might be affected. 


With leaders claiming that col-? 


lective bargaining had “complete- 
ly broken down,” 4,000 members 
of the CIO’s United Automobile 
Workers walked out at the Ker- 
cheval. and Jefferson plants and 
within two hours were joined Sy 
3,500 employes at the Dodge main 
ant. 

The latter walkout forced the 
closing of the Dodge plant employ- 
ing 10,500 men on its day shift, a 


Several thousand workers of the 
Dodge truck plant also were idle 
because of lack of materials. 

Cite “Agitation.” 

A union statement charged the 
strikes were a result of “agitation” 
by the inanagement and consti- 
tuted a “spontaneous demonstra- 
tion.” The company spokesman 
insisted that the strikes were plan- 
ned and “undoubtedly authorized” 
by the union. 

A dispute over a new company- 
union contract to replace an agree- 
ment which expired last Novem- 
ber is in the hands of the War 
Labor Board. The strikes affected 
Chrysler’s production of medium 
bomber planés, antiaircraft guns,

LONDON, May 20.—(AP)—The pondering over the pos- 
sibility of bombing the Axis into unconditional surrender 
was stirred to a new pitch today by Prime Minister Church- 
ill’s expressed willingness to try it experimentally and For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden’s immediately responsive en- 


thusiasm. 


Halifax Holds 
Shipping Still 
A Top Problem 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—(7) 
President Roosevelt, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill of Britain and 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King of 
Canada surveyed with members of 
the Pacifict war council today all 
the aspects of the World War, and 
one member said afterward that 
the picture looked “optimistic.” 

There was no evidence, how- 
ever, that the President or Church- 
ill disclosed any specific plans 
they may have for new blows 
against Japan. 

Discussion of the war in the 
Pacific apparently was in the most 
general terms, and the British em- 
bassador, Lord Halifax, pointed 
out that “as always, one of the 
main elements in the problem 
stands out: “Shipping.” 

Pacific Leaders. 

Serving on the council are rep- 
resentatives of all the United Na- 
tions actively engaged in the war 
in the Pacific. Today's meeting 
took place against the background 
of Churchill’s speech to congress 
yesterday in which he pledged his 
country to fight Japan while there 
is breath or blood in the bodies 
of Englishmen. 

When Dr. T. V. Soong, Chinese 
foreign minister, was asked wheth- 
er he felt more optimistic about 
the Pacific situation in the light 
of that address, he answered: “I 
wish I could tell you.” 

It was Dr. Alexander Loudon, 
Netherlands ambassador to the 
United States, who said the overall 
picture of the war looked opti- 
mistic. 


Optimistic. 

Council members said they had 
reviewed the war situation gen- 
erally and its effect on Pacific 
operations. 

“We traveled everywhere, as far 
as the Pacific is concerned, from 
the Aleutians south,” said Leighton 
McCarthy, Canadian minister to 
this country. “The President and 
Prime Minister Churchill both sur- 
veyed the situation from their 
own points of view, or, I might 
say, from their joint points of 
view.” 

Halifax was asked whether the 
council took “any special look into 
the future,” and he asserted that 
the past, present and future all 
were examined, with the council 
getting a “wider look around” 
than usual because of the presence 
of the two prime ministers.

The determination to scourge 
the Axis from the air was key- 
noted today by Eden in an ad- 
dress to a conservative party con- 
ference in which he hailed 
Churchill as “the greatest Eng- 
lishmar of our time,” and said the 
prime minister’s visit to the Unit- 
ed States will “bring lasting gain 
to the Allied cause.” 


Then, responding to the sugges- 
tion by Churchill in his speech to 
the American congress yesterday, 
Eden said the Axis would be 
bombed not only around the clock, 
but around the map. He said the 
bomber command still was gather- 
ing strength and noted the grow- 
ing effect of American daylight 
bombings. 

Cites U. 8S. Activity. 


“Almost every week now, to a 
rapidly growing extent, our Ameri- 
can Allies are joining us in the 
day offensive by launching day 
assaults on military objectives in 


Germany,” he said. 

“It would be a waste of time 
for us to argue which is better, 
night or day bombing. We know 
what is best for Germany—bomb- 
ing by day and night, ceaselessly 
and continuously, hour by hour, 
until the war is won. That is the 
program we have prepared for 
Germany. 

“Nor will Mussolini be forgot- 
ten.” 

One air enthusiast said un- 
qualifiedly that “both Germany

“Fifty raids a month for two 
months, each unloading 2,000 tons 
of bombs on the enemy would 
turn the trick,” this air-minded 
commentator said.

Strikes Again 
Are Spreading 


In Coal Fields 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—(/)— 
Strike. began to spread again in 
the coal mines today, even as the 
War Labor Board aimed for a 
cleanup decision which may give 
an indication by Tuesday whether 
peace or turmoil shall follow in 
the mine wage controversy. 

Miners’ chances of getting WLB 
approval of their demands for a 
flat $2-a-day increase are not gen- 
erally regarded as bright, but a 
majority of the WLB’s fact-finding 
panel is reported to favor cheir 
call for extra pay to cover all the 
time they spend underground. 

Even the United Mine Workers’ 
leadership concedes nothing is due 
under the Little Steel formula as 
it now stands. The miners want 
to discard the formula but even 
under existing stabilization rules 
they are not necessarily precluded 
from obtaining some concessions 
other than a straight wage boost. 

Whether such concessions are 
made and, if made, whether they 
will satisfy UMW President John 
L. Lewis and his followers re- 
mains to be seen. 

But there have been these defi- 
nite stands on the government side 
of the controversy: 

1A statement by Secretary 
Ickes, as federal boss of the mines, 
that “any contract must have ap- 
proval of the War Labor Board.” 

2. A WLEA description of Lewis’ 
attitude in ignoring it as one that 
“challenges the sovereignty of the 
United States in time of war and 
gives aid and comfort to our ene- 
mies.” 

Lewis has said the miners will 
not work without a contract; he 
has extended to May 31 the truce 
under which the old contract pro- 
visions were continued under gov- 
ernment operation of the mines. 

Today, however, strikes of 
miners protesting tleir lack of a 
working contract spread in Penn- 
sylvania and broke out in Ohio 
and Kentucky. When 14 mines 
had closed it was estimated that 
6,000 men were eel

“Said place,” he continued in 
the injunction sought, “is kept 
open and maintained for the sale 
of intoxicating and prohibited liaq- 
uors with the certain knowledge 
and under the protection of the 
mayor and city council of the city 
of Milledgeville and of the police 
force of the city of Milledgeville 
and of the sheriff of Baldwin 
county, all of whom have been 
called upon by petitioner (C. S. 
Baldwin) in this case for help in 
suppressing this evil, and who 
have failed and refused to do their 
duty as public officers of the state 
of Georgia and of the city of Mil- 
ledgeville.” 

Baldwin filed the injunction 
“restraining and enjoining the de- 
fendant or any agents or persons 
whatever fpr him, from operating 
said place of business for any pur- 
pose whatsoever and for an order 
padiocking said place.” 

Similiar injunctions were filed 
against C, C. Miller, who is alleged 
to be the operator of a grocery 
store three miles east of Milledge- 
ville, on the Sandersville highway, 
where illegal liquors were alleged- 
ly sold. Alec Bates, operator of 
the Topper Grill, two miles east 
of Milledgeville on the Sanders- 
ville highway was named in an- 
other injunction and accused of 
selling illegal liquor and of operat- 
ing slot machines and other gam- 
bling devices. Similar charges of

A customer of a woman who sells a few pounds of country butter 
each week recently found she was fresh out of red ration coupons. 

Since the saleswoman had a few coupons in her own book that 
she wasn’t going to need, her customer wanted to know if she could 
borrow eight points worth to pay for the butter she wanted. 

But the saleswoman was not at all sure that she would be play- 
ing squarely with Uncle Sam if she substituted her own coupons. 

According to the OPA she was right in questioning the trans- 
action. 

Uncle Sam has given each person in the United States a ration 
book, to be used for that person. Of course, people living in the 
household have a perfect right to pool their coupons, but to-swap 
them around as the above customer wanted to do is strictly taboo. 


Servant, Mistress May Work 
Out Own Policy on Sugar 


One servant, working for an Atlanta family, called the other day 
to ask if she would have to give most or all of 
her canning ugar to her mistress. 

“T need a good bit of it for my family,” she 
explained, “but the lady I work for said I was 
supposed to give it to her.” 

OPA has not made any regulation one way 
or the other. That is, it has not ruled that a 
servant has to give her sugar to the people 
for whom she works, or that she is not supposed to give it to them. 
It is purely a volurftary proposition, OPA officials have decided, 
and is to be handled exactly like the division of points in the ration 
books. 

OPA did not require that a servant give up any of her ration 

‘ stamps, although it “strongly recommended” that a division be 
made based on the number of meals which the servant eats at the 
place she works. 

In the same way, if a servant will get the benefit of some of 
the canned goods put up by the family she works for, OPA “strong- 
ly recommends~that part of her canning sugar be turned over to 
them. 


Steel Frames for Awnings 
Are Not on Ration List 


Old Man Sol is beginning to beam down on people in a rather 
powerful way, and awnings are sprouting here and there as an im- 
portant part of many people’s summer paraphernalia. 

One woman called the other day to ask about the possibility of 
getting steel frames for awnings. 

They are not on the ration list, so all she will have to do is 
find the frames she wants. Incidentally, that will prove no easy 
trick. 

Here are some Do’s and some Don’ts to watch out for in filling 
out applications for War Ration Book No. 3. 

Print name of applicant and address where the ration book is 
to be sent in the first blank space. 

Print name of the head of the family in the next blank spaces, 
with applicant’s own address, including name of county. (Print last 
name first.) 

Print name of the head of the family again opposite (1.) in the 
next blank spaces (first name first) and print month and year of 
his birth at the right end of the same line. 


Print Names of All Other 
Members of Family in Space 


Print names of all other members of the same family who live 
at the same address opposite (2), (3) and (4). If there are more 
than four members of the family living together, use back of form 
for the others. Give month and year of birth of each. 

Sign and date the application at the bottom. 

Tear off the stub at the top. 

Put a stamp on application and mail it before June 10. 
already addressed. 

Don’t mail it before June 1. 

Don’t fill out more than one application for the entire family. 

Don’t include names of family members who live away. 

Don’t include members who are in the armed forces. 

Don't expect to receive the ration book before August 1, although 
it may come sooner. 

Don’t fill out application form if planning to move out of the 
state. Ration books cannot be mailed to another state.

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Production and Distribution 

The United Nations Food Conference, now 
in session at Hot Springs, Va., can, if it con- 
siders and acts with realism, make a contribu- 
tion second to none for the lasting peace of 
the world after the global conflict is over. 

Food is the first factor in the fate of 
peoples. With food nations are content. With- 
out food they look with envy upon the more 
fortunate and are driven by hunger to the 
last resort of the beast in man, force. 


Back of every human revolution is the 
hunger of the revolutionaries. Foundation of 
every advance made by mankind is the suf- 
ficiency of food that gives man freedom to 
study, to think and to achieve. 

President Roosevelt, in addressing the open- 
ing sessions of the Hot Springs conference, 
named three objectives, the consumption, pro- 
duction and distribution of food in the after- 
war period. 

We know that large portions of the war- 
torn world are today undergoing conditions of 
starvation that are decimating their popula- 
tions. We know, when the aggressor nations are 
driven from the areas they have raped and 
overrun, that the feeding of the freed popu- 
lations will be a primary problem. . 

Security from want is one of the four free- 
doms held out to the world in Atlantic Charter. 

We must not think, howeyer, that this 
security, nor any of the others, can be achieved 
without long and difficult struggle. The prob- 
lems we shall face are immense and not the 
least is the problem of assuring to all peoples 
sufficient food, not only for life. but for good 
health, that they shall no more fear hunger 
or starvation. 

We must not imagine, either, that this coun- 
try can furnish out of its surplus the food for 
any great portion of the impoverished nations. 
Even in time of peace we imported many 
staple articles of food, vegetable oils, coffee, 
tea, etc. Now, with those imports cut off, we 
find ourselves reduced and compelled to accept 
rigid rationing if all are to have fair share of 
what we have. : 

Nor, in the days before the war, did we feed 
all our own people adequately. There was that 
ili-fed “one-third” of our own population which 
became 80 well known in the days of the de- 
pression. Yet, in those same days, we were 
slaughtering little pigs for which we could find 
no proper market, we were “plowing under” 
and restricting other crops. In Brazil they were 
using surplus coffee for fuel, while tens of 
thousands lacked that cup of cheer. 

The President's three objectives, “consump- 
tion, production and distribution,” resolve, on 
analysis, into two. Consumption solves itself. 
The people hunger for more food than is now 
available. The problems center on production 
and distribution. 

And of these two, the vital one is distribu- 
tion. The world is short of food today, but 
there can be little doubt, after the war is done, 
the initiative and energy of mankind can be 
harnessed to production so that there shall be 
ample for all in due time. 

It is distribution wherein man has always 
failed. Always there have been areas of sur- 
plus so great it constituted a problem itself 
while, simultaneously, hundreds of thousands in 
other parts of the world were hungered. 

If the Hot Springs conference can devise 
the method by which food can be distributed 
to all who hunger, it will have solved a problem 


this section will be great. Yet, if those who 


grow do not know how to preserve for future 
use the produce they cannot consume fresh, 
much of the effort will be wasted. 

To meet this condition, The Constitution 
has arranged a three-day school, free to all 
comers, on the arts.of preservation, canning, 
dehydrating, etc. The school will be held at 
the Roxy theater on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Thursday of next week. Gladys Kimbrough, 
nationally known authority on food preserva- 
tion, will be brought here to conduct the school. 

The art of canning vegetables, fruits and 
meats is comparatively simple, yet there are 
mistakes to be avoided as well as methods to 
be learned. If Atlanta housewives, by taking 
advantage of this school and through other 
means, learn how best to preserve the foods 
they grow, the pantry shelves of Atlanta's 
homes will carry a large part of the essential 
food supplies for next winter.

WASHINGTON PARADE

IDLE DISCUSSION WASHINGTON, May 20.—Now that we 
have chased the Axis out of Africa, 
and are in the process of drawing an iron ring around Germany, 
many well-meaning citizens would have the strategy of the Allied 
high «command changed to make Japan our No. 1 enemy. 
The senate recently spent practically an en- 
tire day debating the subject. Led by Senator 
Happy Chandler, of Kentucky, demands were 
made by a bi-partisan group that President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill order 
the defeat of Japan before undertaking an 
invasion of Europe. 
The concern of those who would thus order 
a marked revision of our war strategy is two- 
fold. First, they are afraid that if Japan is 
left undisturbed to develop the vast resources 
she has captured in the Pacific our problem of 
beating her down will be many times greater 
in the end. Second, they are worried over 
the possibility of Great Britain and Russia 
leaving the war in the Pacific to us entirely 
after Germany has been defeated. 

It is doubtful that any worth-while contribution is made to the 
war cause by such idle discussion. 

To suggest the possibility that England will lay down on us after 
we have helped her stamp out the menace of Hitler is wholly pre- 
posterous, of course. There is not the slightest scintilla of evi- 
dence to support such thinking. Nothing can be found in the long 
history of the British Empire to suggest such an act of treachery. 

To pose a contingency of that kind, therefore, is merely to build 
a straw man in support of a false conclusion. 


BRITISH INTEREST The whole untenable thesis can be shot 


full of holes in another direction. Brit- 
ain, far more than we, has a vital interest in the defeat of the Japs. 
Her entire Far Eastern domain—India, Singapore, Australia, New 
Zealand—is threatened by the ambitious hand of the grasping 
Nipponese. Much of her territory in the region has been actually 
overrun. 

The contrasting picture with us is that, outside of the Aleutians, 
where we are now engaged.in driving the Japs out, only one small 
piece of our territory is held by the enemy—Wake Island. We had 
turned the Philippines over to the natives before Bataan. 

Senator Chandler and his associates not only ignore these fac- 
tors, but also the fact that the British Prime Minister has pledged 
his solemn word to join with us in the redemption of the Pacific. 
He even offered to execute a formal treaty on the subject Mr. 


Roosevelt fittingly brushed it aside as unnecessary. 
How anyone could doubt the future

policy of Britain under the circum- 


stances is beyond comprehension. This phase of the argument fails 
utterly because of its absurdity. 

On the other point the advocates of an immediate offensive 
against Japan are on more logical ground. Naturally the Japs 
may be expected to strengthen their position with the passing of 
time. ‘The longer we delay our blows against them the stronger 
they will be. 

But it is also true that we will be even more strong ourselves. 
This country has nothing to fear in a race of armament building 
with Japan. The longer we delay action in the Pacific the more 
certain of complete victory are we. 


IN OUR FAVOR For 2a period of some 10 years Japan had 
| been carefully preparing for the blow she 
struck at Pearl Harbor. We did not really start until the blow came. 
With all of the resources she has gained from her conquests in the 
Pacific she can never catch up with the rate of production we have 
now attained in ships and guns and planes. The longer our offen- 
sive is delayed, the greater will be the spread of equipment in 
our favor. 
It is the difference between Japan’s capacity for making only 
7.000.000 tons of steel a year and our production of 90,000,000 tons. 
Nothing better illustrates our ultimate supremacy over them than 


these striking figures. 


MAKES SENSE To 2 layman’s point of view, the original 
decision of the Allied high command for 
beating down Hitler first always seemed to make sense. If we 
went chasing off after the Japs there was the danger of Germany 
knocking Russia out of the war. Without Russia in the war the 
task of Britain and the United States would be multiplied many 
times. 
On the other hand, there seemed to be little more damage the 
Japs could do beyond what they had accomplished in the first few 
months. Her hands were pretty well filled digesting the gains she 
had made. Otherwise we might have expected additional moves 
against India, Australia, or even Russia. They have not stuck their 
necks out since the beating we gave them at Midway. 

Our policy of concentrating against the European end of the 
Axis first has already paid handsome dividends by the successful 
conclusion of the Tunisian campaign.

POLITICS AND THE WAR WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2, 
What you hear as you trudge 


about Washington, or visit the ante-rooms, or the galleries, is talk 

of war and politics. Oddly enough, one hears as much of one as 

the other. 

There is a distressing factor in this great amount of political 
discussion. Because there are no real issues 
for the opposition, the opposition must center 
itself on an effort to discredit the President of 
the Unitéd States. 

Now, the distressing and unfortunate fea- 
ture is that the President also is charged with, 
and responsible for, the conduct of the war. 
And any effort to discredit him discredits in 
some measure, great or small, the conduct of 
the war. There follows, of course, a natural 
confusion on the part of the people which 
would not be the case if the election were 
three or four years away. The conventions are 
almost exactly a year away and the election 
itself is a year from this coming November. 

So as the opposition plays politics it must 
play politics with the conduct of the war. That 
is unfortunate. It does not merely, as they 
wish, confuse the people with regard to the 
administration. It confuses the people and 

creates doubt with regard to the prosecution of the war. 

This may not be what all the opposition wants or wishes, but 
jt is true, as it is inevitable. It is unwholesome and it is not good 
for the country or the war. But there it is. 


NO ISSUES A very remarkable feature of the opposition is 

that it has no real issue. Not a one of them has 
been able to present a program or a leader. They have tried Mr. 
Bricker, of Ohio. He was the perfect Republican type. That is 
to say, he was colorless, lacking in training for the job to which 
he aspired, but in possession of the quality of going along with 
the boys. He admitted publicly he knew nothing of foreign rela- 
tions and policies, but said he would take the advice of those who 
did know. This was the policy of all Republicans save only the 
other Roosevelt. It is a quality the Republican organization likes, 
that quality of “going along.” Mr. Bricker was too dull, even, for 
the old-line Republicans and his star has waned, presumably never 
to rise again. 

There is going on a quiet campaign to divorce Douglas Mac- 
Arthur from the war and make him the Republican nominee. There, 
also, is a campaign not so quiet, to draft the service of Mr. Dewey, 
of New York. Mr. Willkie thev do not want and will not have, 
unless he is crammed down their throats. The same goes for 
Stassen. 

So far there is not a leader in sight and there are no issues. 

Having no issues, there is only the phrase, ‘We must destroy 
the New Deal.” And a second phrase, “This damned bureaucracy 
must be wiped out.” 

Now, here is a most interesting and significant fact. If one 
pins down one of these quoters of slogans, one finds that they 
don’t want to destroy the New Deal after all. They do not want 
to destroy social security. They do not wish to destroy unem- 
ployment insurance and workingman’s compensation. They would 
not abolish government insurance of savings accounts. They would 
not again permit securities to be handled in bucketshops and in 
an unregulated and unscruplous manner as some were handled 
before 1932. They would not abolish any of the major measures 
which make up what this Democratic administration has done. 

Having pinned them down and extracted that fact, there re- 
mains the slogan about getting rid of bureaucracy. That is the 
most popular. It is the least understood. 


NO ONE LIKES BUREAUS The American people have an 


instinctive dislike of bureaus. 

Yet as the greatest and most exacting war in history continues 
to demand more and more work, it is inescapable that the business — 
of government should be enormously expanded. It just had to 
expand and it had to be done on a large scale and in some haste. 

If one will but stop and think about it, one must come in- 
evitably to the conclusion that the many new bureaus are necessary 
to handle the business of the war. : 

Let us admit they are many, that they are distasteful, that they 
are often inefficient, that they employ many persons, that we don't 
like bureaus anyhow. 

Then let us honestly admit that, no matter what party is in 
power, it must keep and maintain the same bureaus. The most 
that could happen would be a change in name and personnel. The 
same bureaus would remain. 

So, while it is all right to swear at bureaucracy, it is well to 
keep cool enough to remember they are necessary for the conduct 
of the war. There are more of them because this war dwarfs any 
war we have ever had. 

So there we are. The opposition has to meet an election which 
is a year away. It has no real issues. It has no leadership. So it 
carries on a ceaseless campaign of criticism, it instigates and plans 
any embarrassments it may. Plainly stated, it does everything it 
can to discredit the President of the United States. This would be 
all right if there were not a war going on. There is a war, and it 
is unfortunate that the leaderless, issueless Republicans must also 
discredit the conduct of the war and those engaged in prosecuting 
the war merely because thefe is an election next year and they 
have no issues on which to campaign. 

This unwholesome condition is, I think, one of the most obvious 
things about the Washington scene.

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Varied Diet

Just when you think you are 
getting the B vitamins all straight- 
ened out, earch scientists dis- 
cover new ones. They now be- 
lieve there are at least 12 membrs 
of this complex and growing fam- 
ily. 

You are familiar with three of 
them: Vitamin B-1, scientifically 
termed thiamin and popularly 
known as the morale vitamin, 
which provides the spark which 
liberates energy and is vital to the 
health of the nervous’ system. 
Then, there is niacin. Niacin is 
not new. It just has a new name. 
It used to be called nicotinic acid 
but we got it all mixed up with 
the nictotine of cigarets, which has 
nothing to do with it, so the name 
has been changed. Anyway, niacin 
is the special vitamin needed in 
the cure of pellagra. And the third 
member is vitamin B-2 or G, and 
is known technically as riboflavin. 
It is ne-ded for health and vitality 
at all ages. The richest general 
sources of these three important 
vitamins are whole grains, green 
vegetables, meat organs, muscle 
meats, yeast products, and milk. 


Folic acid is one of the new 
members of the B group. This 
may be the key to the prevention 
or cure of a blood disorder in 
which there are not enough white 
blood cells. It is abundant in 
green leaves of many kinds—just 
another reason for eating a green 
leafy vegetable every day. 

Biotin, inositol and para-amino- 
benzoic acid are other new mem.- 
bers of the B family which appear 
to play a rile in human nutrition. 
is pantothenic, acid, 
pyridoxine and choline, all belong- 
ing to the same family. Don’t let 
all these names confuse you. We 
will gradually get better acquaint: 
ed with them. What the scien. 
tists have already discovered 
about them holds out the promise 
that nutrition may be the means 
of handling diseases the prevention 
and cures of which are still un. 
known. .Think of what it all 
means when science can put its 
finger on the exact vitamin that 
will cure certain baffling diseases, 
as with vitamin C, the cure for 
scurvy; B-2, the pellagra-preven- 
tive; and vitamin D, the antirache- 
tic factor. 


Of course, the role of some of 
the newer B factors is not yet 
clear. So far, the experiments 
have been only with animals but 
that it is the case with any nutri- 
tion research. Applying this in- 
formation to human nutrition is 
the last step even though it is the 
redson the research was started. 


Every experiment in nutrition 
emphasizes the necessity for a 
varied diet, and one that does not 
include too many refined foods. 
A good many people get set in 
their good ways, eat about the 


same food every day, and leave | 


important essentials out of their 
diet. This is apt to be particular- 
ly true of folks as they get along 
in years. They finally wind up 
with vague aches and pains which 
are deficiency symptoms directly 
traceable to some essential not in- 
cluded in the diet.

The war has brought many new and perplexing food problems 


to the American home. 


Before the war our problem was merely 


one of choice; we had enough and to spare of an almost unlimited 


variety of foods. 


We could eat what we chose to eat. 


Coming face 


to face with actual conflict we quickly were brought to realize that 
food is a weapon, of war, and it must be distributed and alincated 


as other vital weapons. 


Rationing, shortages, black markets, price 


ceilings, victory gardens and emphasis on home canning all are « 
part of the shift from a peacetime to a wartime basis as concerns 


food. 


Most of the burden of the food problem has fallen upon the 


homemakers of America and thus far they have met the challenge 
They have been asked to make the food ration- 


rel 


very well indeed. 
ing work sqnoothiy to plant gardens and conserve food at home to 


ransportation loads, to salvage fats, to save and flatten cans.

‘To Determine 
Wage Brackets 
| ™ 

| The Regional War Labor Board 
for the southeast by next week 
‘will begin determining “wage 
‘rate brackets’”’ upon which to de. 
‘cide increases in pay. 

Chairman M. T. Van Hecke said 
the brackets will be established by 
‘occupations for the major south 
‘eastern communities, and under 
them increase requests which can 
be granted will fall in a rather 
definite category. 

The new brackets will be ap- 
plied to individuals, and not to 
averages paid in plants, as was 
the case when the board had noth- 
ing to go by except the Little Stee! 
Formula. This formula limited 
wage increases to 15 per cent over 
'prevailing averages of January l, | 
1941, in any particular plant. 

Longer Week. i 

The regional board will have au 
thority to bring the pay of salary 
workers into line with that of 
hourly workers after the adoption 
of a longer work week, Van 
Hecke said. The board has the 
right to use its judgment in ad- 
justing the salary of white-collared 
workers who have not had an in- 
crease in salary after adoption of 
a longer work week, even though 
hourly workers have benefited 
through time and half pay for 
overtime work. 

Van Hecke said the purpose of 
the adjustments below minimum 
ic not to increase the existing 
wage, but to bring stragglers into 
line. 

Giving an example of how the 
bracket system would work, Van 
Hecke took the hypothetical case 
ef common laborers in the furni- 
ture industry at Nashville, Tenn. 
Should it be found, he said, that 
“going rates” were 42 to 48 cents 
an hour, all persons in the indus- 
try making less than this could be 
raised to 42 cents an hour. All 
rates within the 42-48-cent level 
will be regarded as stabilized and 
not subject to change. 

On Byrnes’ Order. 

The change in regulations was 
made in accordance with Eco- 
nomic Director Byrnes’ order for 
stabilization of wages, which sup. 
plemented the rigid Little Ste: 
Formula previously in use. 

There are, said Van Hecke, three 
circumstances under which a per 
son making less than the minimum 
of the wage rate bracket (the 42 
cents of the Nashville example) 
eould be raised to a point above 
the minimum. These exceptions | 
are:

Senator George, Democrat, of 
finance committee, said the treas- 
ury had advised him of its order

Pay Roll Deductions. 


Treasury officials said pay roll 
deductions could be started with- 
in two or three weeks after the 
President signs a bill, although 
they emphasized they would like 
more time if possible.
